that no light could live in it, and that 
there was no use to try to travel at night 
The tracks of those days were imper- 
fect and rough, and it required skill on 


| the part of the engineer to make reason- 


able speed during the daylight hours. 
None were so bold as to make the at- 
tempt to cross the country after the shad- 
ows Of evening had settled over the 
land. 

But a time came when ene, with more 
courage or more dart-deviliry, than the 
rest, decided to make the test. He was 
an engineer on the Georgia road, and the 
contrivance he rigged up was unique. It 
lacked some of the attributes of the mod- 
ern electric headlight. It could not be 
seen for miles, There were momen'ts 
when the engineer who used it could not 
see 10 feet beyond the front of his ma- 
chine. 

The device that composed the first 
headlight was of the primitive order. Jt 
consisted of a platform of wooden planks, 
spread on what is now the cow-catcher of 
the engine, and on this surface was laid 
a coating of sand. Upon this was built 
a fire of pine knots, the blaze from which 
constituted the original headlight. When 
the flames dwindled, the fireman crawled 
out along the side of the boiler and re- 
plenished the supply of pine, and thus the 
first night trains were enabled to make 
their trips, It is understood that there 
have been a few improvements since that 
time.

MORGAN’S EARLY DAYS AND 
CAPT. DOWNS’ MANY DEATHS 


By Dr. R. J. Massey. 

FEW years ago the celebrated hu- 

morist, Mary Twain, visited Eu- 

rope, and whilst in Berlin als 
friends heard that he had very suddenly 
died. To a solicitous inquirer in Amer- 
ica he cabled: “The reports of my death 
are greatly exaggerated.” He had not 
even been sick. 

Ynere lives in Atlanta a very nice, 
quiet, unassuming old confederate, who 
is entitled to the unique distinction of 
being the only man in America who has 
read his own obituary in the papers on 
four separate and distinct occasions. He 
has been in several railroad disasters, 
and at four different times the newspa- 
per men reported him among the dead, 
and his friends in Atlanta on each occa- 
sion gaw fit to mention some of the prom- 
inent facts: connected with his life in 
brief obituary motices, all of which he 
had the pTivilege of reading. That man 
is now alive, in good health and vigor and 
will soon pass the octagenarian post. He 
is no other than Captain William Downs, 
who in some capacity for at least forty 
years served on the railroads at that 
time centering in Atlanta. First he was 
an employe? of the McCombs & Co., ©X- 
press, pveginning with their first estab- 
lishment in the south during the year 
185i. 

Two Railroad Accidents. 
While thus engaged during the year 
1852, Captain Downs was first translated 
from this mundane schere at Walton 
Springs, so the paper of the day said. He 
vas very forcibly precipitated from A 
swing run by machinery propelled by @ 
muscular darky.

A Monument Pianned. 

This, however, availed him naught. His 
evil genius still followed him. He was 
for awhile very sick. The papers re- 
ported him again dead, and published an 
obituary notice more pathetic and ex- 
tended than ever. With an eye to busi- 
ness, an enterprising marble concern in 
Cleveland, Tenn., designed a beautifu 
tablet and sent a copy to the family with 
a proposition to get up a suitable slab 
Or a Monument in commemoration there- 
of. This tablet Captain Downs holds to 
this day and shows to his friends as an 
evidence of southern enterprise. Both 
among newspaper men and marble cut- 
ters, 

Since returning to Atlanta and pursn- 
ing a quiet life, completely eschewing all 
new-fangled amusements, not daring even 
to pull the oell cord over the Georgia 
mule, he promises to pass, I hope, the 
centennarian mile post of life, notwitt- 
standing he has read his obituary four 
times, 

Captain Downs had as passengers on 
different occasions en route to Montgom- 
ery, Ala., at the formation of the confed- 
erate cabinet and congress, both Jeff 
Davis and Alex Stephens. He delights 
in relating portions of the conversation 
of each of them whilst on his train. He 
said Mr. Davis seemed more confident ef 
the ultimate success of the southern 
cause than did Mr. Stephens. He, with 
remarkable clearness, reports a part of 
the conversation of the latter. 

Captain Downs 1s one of the eight peo- 
ple referred to in The Constitution now 
alive who were at Savdy Creek church, 
in Morgan county, sixty-three years ago, 

Traded with Indians. 

In early youth he was at Ross’ landing 
on the Tennessee, as the Indian trader. 
Then he sold salt at 40 to 50 cents per 
pound, and other things in proportion. 
Some of the Indians had fine farms, and 
the finest melons and peaches he ever 
saw wére found among-them at that 
early time. John Ross, the chief, lived 
in a fine two-story brick house. The 
remains are near Spring Place. Many 
of the brick at this time are in a state 
of perfect preservation. He learned the 
Cherokee language, and can at this dis- 
tant day converse and count readily in 
the language 48 the Indians taught him. 
He is fond of recounting many old Mor- 
gan county reminisences. Besides many 
other amusing incidents that happened 
long ago, Captain Downs says: 

They had big times in Madison on 
election days, court week, and Christmas 
holidays. There were in the town five 
or six doggeries, and about as many 
dry good stores, big and little. On these 
occasions they by far G.d a larger trade 
in pints and half pints of whisky than 
the dry goods stores did in regular trade. 
The amount Of “whooping, yelling and 
fighting’’ on the regular old-fashioned 
fist and skull style, was a caution, There 
were no knives Or pistols in those days. 
The use of such Was tabooed. A man 
using one was a coward, and was in 
danger of being mobbed. 

Naming Dogsboro. 

Down on Sugar creck and Apalachee 
river the people were richer, dressed 
finer than they did up in “Brushing 
Knobs,’ as they called us in the upper 
part of the county. Old John Flannigan, 
of Madison, used to tel] us: ‘“‘You bare- 
footed Brushy Knobbers, come in and

trod on.’” Madison soon improved, and 
drinking whisky became less popular. 
Dogsboro, about 5 miles from Sandy 
Creek, then took the palm. 

“Dogsboro got its name from the cir- 
cumstance of two men fighting each 
other because one kicked the other’s dog 
to stop the dogs fighting. They were 
friends. One was helping the other cover 
his house. As soon as they got through 
fighting they went back and finished 
covering the house and remained friends 
and took many a pint and half pint to- 
gether at the Dogsboro doggery. For 
at least 40 or 50 yeafs this place was 
a reguiar “Sodom,” and shunned by all 
good men. Nobody went through Dogs- 
boro if he could go around it. 

The beautifu] and prosperous village 
of Rutledge takes its name from old man 
Josh Rutiedge, who for a whole genera- 
tion was the sole occupant of ail the land 
about. He combined two occupations, 
The 
former he practiced with more vigor as 
long as he could beg, buy or borrow the 
wherewithal to keep up his business. 
The latter he plied when only pinched 
by hunger or want, 

But all this is gone, a tidal wave of 
religion and morality swept the land, 
nothing became more uncommon than to 
see a man drunk, and after a while 
it became unfashionable to drink in pub- 
lic. So the country doggeries had to 
walk the plank. But social custom for 
at least twenty years after this permitted 
friend to treat friend at his own house 
to his favorite corn or peach. Even 
preachers sometimes took a toddy after 
preaching a long sermon, to keep up 
their spirits. Old Uncle Johnny Malcom, 
who preached at Rock Spring, about 4 
miles from Sandy Creek, used to take 
a good stiff corn upon rising to preach 
a two hours’ sermon. He said that it 
inspired him to preach the gospel with 
more spirit and unction. And he could 
make the “‘hallelujah’’ Hcks strike harder 
home and go right to the sinner’s heart, 

Morgan in the sr :ifties. 

In the forties and fifties there came a 
real genuine thorough temperance awak- 
ening, owing to the workings of the “Sons 
of Temperance,” and that part of Mor- 
gan ever since has been as temperate 
and moral as any portion of Georgia. 
Captain Downs remembers’ well on 
the Fourth of July, 1!850, at a barbe- 
cue at Swift's cross roads, .he appearance 
old man Dabney Jones, the apostle 
of temperance. Mr. Jones commenced 
his speech with singing five verses to 
the tune of “Old Rosin De Bow.” Here is 
the first verse: 


Come, all you true friends of the nation, 
And to humanity’s call, 

Come join in your country’s salvation 
And roll on the temperance bal], 


Everybody who ever saw Mr. Jones 
will remember how his ugliness became 
him. It was a quality he made use of 
on public occasions to great advantage, 
and on this occasion his effort was a 
success. When he had finished his sing- 
ing everybody was in a good humor, and 
his speech did much good. To this day 
old Morgan is a good and mora! land. 
And no place is more desirable to live 
in than the region around Dogsboro, 
which now supports the name of 
Florence.

Philadelphia, November 7.—-William lL. 
Elkins, 7! years old, mublti-millionaire 


traction owner and financier, died at his 
summer home at Ashbourne tonight of a 
oomplication of diseases. Mr. . Eikins’ 
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sickness, which became critical about 
three weeks ago, dated from last spring, 
when a heavy iron girder, which was be- 
ing hoisted to the top of a- building of 
which he was part owner, fell to the 
ground, just gcazing Mr. Elkins. The 
shock seriously affected his nervous sys- 
tem. The immediate cause of death was 
blood poisoning, added to which was a 
combination of kidney trouble, rheuma- 
tism and rheumatic gout. 

Mr. Elkins was born near Wheeling, 
W. Va., and came ‘to Philadelphia with 
hie parents while a boy. At the age of 
twenty he engaged successfully in the 
produce business in New York. Later he 
embarked in the oil producing business 
in Venango county, Pennsylvania. Re- 
turning to Philadelphia, he established 
several refineries, and ajso added to his 
business the Riverside oll works, near Al- 
legheny City, Pa. Ina 1875, be formed 
a partnership with the Starcard Oj] Com- 
pany, which purchased bis interests five 
years Jater. 

In 1879, Mr. Elkins »ecame identified 
in the street railway service. He formed 
a partnership with P. A. B. Widener. 
Mr, Elkins was one of the incorpora- 
t¢rs of the Union Passenger Railway and 
Transfer Company, of New York, in 


| 1885, and in 1886 was among ‘he promo- 


ters who supplied Boston with a cable 
system. The following year Widener, 
Eikins and ethers purchased tne Chicago 
Gas Light and Coke Company. Later 
the Widener-E|lkins syndicate secured con- 
trol of the street railway systems of 
Chicago, Pittsburg, Baltimore and Buffa- 
lo. In (889, Mr. ElKins was elected a 
director of the Havana Traction Com- 
pany. In the same year, with Messrs. 
Widener and William C. Whitney, Mr. 
Elkins incorporated the Illinois Electric 
Vehicle Company, a New Jersey corpora- 
tion, with a capital of $25,000,000. 

Mr. Elkins was deeply interested in the 
development of art, and in March, 1895, 
instituted a prize of $5,000 for the must 
meritorious painting exhibited y an 
American artist at the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts. He was a member of 
the Historical, Genealogical and Colonial 
societies, of Pennsylpania, and several] 
clubs at Philadelphia, New York, Balti- 
more and Chicago.

Now it is assured that the =payment 
of $25,000,000 for the canal rights in 
place of the $10,000,000 previously offer- 
ed to Colombia and in addition to the 
$40,000,000 which the country !s pledged 
to pay to the French .company for its 
franchises will never be forthcoming. 

In fact, Colombia will get neither $25,- 
000,000 nor $10,000,000, but the latter 
amount will go to Panama, and the Unit- 
ed States will have absolute sovereignty 
over the canal right of way. 

Nearly every nation on the globe is 
interested in the oontroversy between 
the United States of America and the 
United States of Colombia over this little 
strip of land, exactly 49.09 miles in width, 
and the interest is deepened by this new 
complication of Panama’s posjtion as a 
republic recognized by the United States. 

Nearly every one of the biggest foreign 
countries has had a finger in the Panama 
pice, Great BDritain and France being 
foremost. Now they are all out of it, 
but they still stand and watch develop- 
ments with as great an interest as they 
did when they were actively engaged in 
further complicating matters. 

Since the time of the unfortunate De 
Lesseps, the Panama canal has stood for 
the logs of immense wealth and great 
hopes, Men's energies and half their 
lives have been spent in trying to bring 
the matter to some conclusion. Like 
the Jarndyce-Jarndyce case, in the Brit- 
ish court of chancery, it has gone on 
and on, and at the present time it stands 
where it stood at first. 

The Need for a Canal. 

Modern needs advance with the pro- 
greas of modern times. The need of a 
waterway at the foot of North Ameri- 
ca, which wil) make it an island, has 
pressed harder as years have gone on. 

The Oregon's long trip during the Span- 
ish-American. war furnished a significant 
lesson on the meed of a canal on the 
isthmus.

lic law on the subject of the interoceanic 
eanal, the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, the 
Hepburn-Spooner canal act and the 
treaty with Colombia, brought the canal 

roblem down from the clouds to terra 
firma. 

These documents provide for the cre- 
ation of a means of interoceanic come- 
munication substantially like the Suez ca- 
nal, jin that it shall - be primarily an 
artery of commerce, open at all times 
to the national and mercantile vessels of 
all nations and made inviolable because 
of its neutrality. 

The Colombian government has neter 
shown any great desire to lease a suit- 
able strip of ground to the United States 
on advantageous terms, and even if it 
did, there is no telling what the next ad- 
ministration might do in the premises; 
while the Nicaragua route, which is much 
the longer of fhe two, in fact, is three 
and a half times that of the Panama, 
courses mountainous and voleanic ridges 
which render its practicability uncertain 
at best. 

The Panama canai is 46% =miles in 
length, 160 feet wide on the surface, and 
72 feet at the bottom. The estimated 
time of transit was fourteen hours. It is 
practically finished from Colon, on the 
Atlantic side, to Bujeo, a distance of 
about !4 miles. This, however, is the 
least expensive end, the greatest diff—i- 
culties being about half way in cutting 
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excavation of its channel and the 
straightening of its course here and there 
to be converted into a waterway of the 
moderate depth then contemplated. From 
the point of view of the men of that 
age the Nicaragua route was doubtless 
the better, shorter and more economical. 

It was thus that the Nicaragua route 
came to be regarded as pecullarly Amer- 
ican; and the Clayton-Bulwer treaty had 
particular reference to a canal on this 
line. 

The enthusiasm for the enterprise soon 
cooled, and was not revived until after 
the success of M. de Lesseps at Suez 
caused that great engineer and idealist 
to turn his attention to Panama. 

The entry of the French upon the 
scene was regarded as an invasion of 
American preserves and was resented as 
an impertinence. 

Persons who had meanwhile become 
financially interested in the rival route 
lost no opportunity to play on American 
sentiment, and they were greatly aided 
in the effort of creating a natura] preju- 
dice against Panama by the disaster 
which overtook de Lesseps and the scan- 
dals attending his downfall. 


Three State Papers Involved. 

It has taken years of discussion to over- 
come this prejudice and to convince the 
supporters of the ‘‘American” project, 
by which title the Nicaragua canal had 
become identified, that the latter was no 
longer the preferable one because the 
conditions of 1845, which made it s0, 
had ceased to exist. 

To prove that the requirements of this 
age of colossal steam-propelled ships 
could be most advantageously met on 
the isthmus ef Panama was only part of 
the task imposed upon the champions 
of this undertaking. The popular craze 
for an isthmian stronghold was almost 
as hard to combat as the infatuation for 
the Nicaraguan scheme. 

Before the Oregon made her trip around 
the Horn nobody had thought of an in- 
teroceanic waterway otherwise than as 
a highway of commerce. This famous 
voyage suddenly aroused a feeling that 
a naval fortress, commanding the transit 
of the isthmus, was of immeasurably 
greater importance than @ mere canal. 

The argument that the fortification 
plan would involve the conquest of a 
part of Central America and the suppres- 
sion of the local sovereignties failed for 
a long time to produce the slightest im- 
pression. Common sense and the sense 
of fairness finally prevailed, and the

It has been estimated by engineers that 
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the cost of completing the Panama canal 
would be about $!40,000,000, the French 
work already done being valued at $§34,- 
000,000. Present plans provide for the 
usual system of locks and dams. The 
route is the choice of many because of its 
direct course and pro le feasibility of 
construction, and is advocated strongly 
by many who have been over the ground. 


Nicaraguan Canal Costly. 

A Nicaraguan canal, as estimated by 
the canal commission which investigated 
the project recently, would be @ more . 
costly undertaking. The total length of 
the route is nearly !90 miles, the cost, 
as near as can be figured, $200.000.000. 
The route is as follows: From Greytown, 
on the Atlantic side, across 40 miles of 
marshy country to the San Juan river; 
west on the San Juan river, 60 miles, to 
Lake Nicaragua; across Lake Niesragua, 
a distance of 75 miles; through the moun- 
tainous and voleanic country on thé 
west to the Pacific coast. 

Compared with other great canalg the 
Nicaraguan project seems a rather cast 
ly operation. The Manchester ship canal 
cost $77,000,000, while the Suez canal, 
is 92 miles long, was built for 
$102,750,000. 

It is held by engineers who have been 
over the route that both the San Juan 


| river and Lake Nicaragua will have to be 


| 
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dredged a good part of the way, and | 
the cut through the mountains will 

add much to the cost. Howbver this may 
be, a greater obstacle to this course is 
found in the volcanic condition of the 
country, which, to use the language of 
the Panama supporters, might at any 
time put the Nicaragua canal out of 
business. 

The plang for a canal over this route 
provide for a waterway 30 feet deep, the. 
least width at the bottom to be [00 feet. 
In the official estimate the time given to 
cross the istlgmus was forty-four hours 
and the time of construction seven years. 
The distance from San Francisco to New 
York by way of Cape Horn is 15,660 
miles, a saving of 10,753 miles. It would 
be shorter, also, over the Nicaraguan 
route than by way of Panama. 

Opinions differ on the practicability of 
the two routes, but from the best infor- 
mation obtainable it would seem to be @ 
toss up between them. 

Just at present the Panama canal plan 
seems to have several shades the better 
of argument, as it is no doubt true that 
whatever offer the United States chooses 
to make wil] prove acceptable to its new 
little sister, the republic of Panama. :

General John Brown Gordon, who was one of the 
most heroic figures of the Civil War, has painted one 
of the finest pictures ever created of that great gen- 
eral and magnificent man—General Robert Lee. As 
the years pass General Lee is rising higher and higher 
on the records of history,as one of the greatest gen- 
erals, one of the most masterly strategists of all time. 
General Lee's dignity of character was never more in 
evidence than when, at the end of the fighting around 
Richmond, he appreciated that the Goddess of Vio- 
tory had smiled upon that other great general, Grant. 
The scene when the two commanders met, as des- 


cribed by General Gordon, is one that must touch the 
heart of every man. Robert E. Lee, the man, was 
even greater in defeat, than Robert EI, Lee, the gen- 
eral in victory. | 
Regarding the closing scenes of the war, General 
Gordon says: ‘Then came the last sad Confederate 
council of war. It was called by Lee to meet at 
night. It met in the woods by his lonely bivouac 
fire. There was no tent, no table, no chairs, no camp- 
stools; on blankets spread upon the ground we sat 
around the great commander. A _ painter's brush 
might transfer to canvas the physical features of that 


scene, but no tongue or pen could describe the un- 
utterabie anguish of those broken-hearted com. 
manders as they sat around their beloved leader and 
looked into his now clouded face and sought to draw 
from .it some ray of hope. I shall not attempt to 
describe that scene; but I would be untrue to myself 
and to Lee’s memory if I did not say of him that in 


teristics appear to me so conspicuous as they did then 
and there; as he stood in that lonely woodland, by 
that low-burning fire, surrounded by his broken fol- 
lowers; and yet stood so grandly, so calmly facing and 
discussing the long-dreaded inevitable.” 


With the exception of General Grant, there has 


been probably but one general in the century just 
passed so beloved by his men as General Lee—Napol- 
eon. In his great lecture, “The Last Days of the 
Confederacy,’ General Gordon compares Lee and 
Napoleon briefly. In speaking of the battle of Spott- 
sylvania he says: “On this field occurred some of 
the most desperate fighting of the. war. Winfield 
Scott Hancock, the superb, made his famous charge 
and brilliant capture of the bloody salient in the mist 
and darkness of that fateful. morning—the 12th of 
May. Here he sent to Grant his characteristic field 
despatch, ‘I have used up Johnson and am going into 
Early.’ Here Lee with his army cut in twain, rode 


into the breach, and like Napoleon at Lodi, placed 
himself at the head of his reserves, resolved to recapture the salient or 
fall in the effort.” : 


In many ways were the lives of Napoleon and Lee similar; they ‘were 
both brought up in comparative comfort; each attended the leading military 
school of ,his time; each showed wonderful knowledge of the art of war. 
Some of the scenes in which General Lee was the leading figure are equalled 
by ones in which Napoleon was the center of interest. 

Carlyle’s description of young Napoleon clearing the streets of Paris is 
one of the finest word pictures ever painted. ‘“Steady!’’—so runs Carlyle’s 
depiction—‘‘The artillery officer is steady ‘as bronze; can, if need were, be 
quick as lightning.” 

The mob bursts into a wild onslaught.: : 

‘Whereupon, thou bronze artillery officer? ‘Fire!’ say the. bronze lips, 

‘and blaze and thunder go his great guns, and blaze and thunder again 
until the French revolution is blown into space!” 

.. Napoleon’s career must always: stand unparalled for meteoric rise to 
absolute power. Leaving the island of Corsica for the military school at 
Brienne, he made wonderful progress. ‘Transferred t> the school in the 
city of Paris he gave his full attention to warfare. The great astronomer 
La Place was one of his examiners when he had completed his course, and 
become a second lieutenant in the artillery. 3

Medon Angier and Jack 
Evers Tied for First Place 
in October, 


The first honor in the individual ath- 
letic tests in the public schools of the 
city, held under the supervision of Dr 
Toepel, was divided during the month of 
October, being won by Medon Angier and 
Jack Evers. 

These tests were instituted at the begin- 
ning of this school year by Dr. Toepel, 
athletic instructar of the public school 
children, and have been personally lookei 
after by the teachers of each school who 
are greatly interested tn this work. The 
tests were arranged for the purpose of 
developing the boys of the highest grade 
of each school along the best lines, and 
to give them a healthful amusement dur- 
ing recess. 

The first month the test employed was 
the standing broad jump. In this Medon 
Angier, of Crew street school, came in 
first in the individual test, while West 
End won the class average test. 

The test for the past month was three 
standing broad jumps. Medon: Angier, 
of the eighth grade A, Crew street school, 
and Jack Evers, of the eighth grade, 
Edgewood avenue school, tied for first 
place with a record of 25 feet. Charles 
Jenkins, of the seventh grade, Formwa!t, 
and Clark Frazier, of the eighth grade 
West End, tied for second place with 
a record of 24 and 6 inches, while two 
boys tied for third place also, with a rec- 
ord of 24 feet. Sam Crospy, of the eighth 
grade, Calhoun, and Prince Manning. of 
the sixth grade, Davis. 

In the class averages West End wits 
again this month with an average record 
of 2! feet 5 inches. Formwalt comes in 
a close second, 20 feet and 9 inches, and 
the eighth grade, Calhgin, follows in 
third place even more closely, 20 8-iI 
feet. 

The test for November is the running 
high jump. The only condition is that 
the boy is obliged to run straight at the 
rope at right angles to it.

Some time ago the question of the 
Tech's right to have the Thanksgiving 
footbal] game in Atlanta was spuken vf 
in the columns of the Atlanta newspapers 
—from a Georgia standpoint. ‘This was 
never answered. by a Tech sympathizer 
as they seemed to fear the criticism of 
their own (?) local papers, every one of 
which is for Tech (with the possible ex- 
ception of The News and The Journal). 
Now for some reason why ‘Tech should 
have this game. First, according to “At- 
lanta spirit,’ she should be supported as 
a loca} institution. Secondly, if rivalry

Take from 
this the amount spent here by either or 
both of the chosen teams (Georgia and 
Auburn) and see Who should be giyen the 
preference. It has been stated that just 
because Georgia @Nd Auburn have al- 
ways played here that it should remain 
so. Why? Of course it is admitted that 
Yech should have better coaches than 
she has had in the pa.t and thereby give 
us a higher class of football. Tech 
should and will have the Thanksgiving 
game at “home.”

Berlin, November 7.~—The Prussian g0Vv- 
ernment is negotiating with the publisher 
of a book by Hans Leuss, M. P., who just 
finished a term of three years in the pen- 
itentiary incurred for “lying like a gen- 
tleman.”’

in thé study of the great oratorios, and 
the musical insipration that a knowledge 
of them affords, but their appreciation 
was evidently not deep-rooted, because 
they refused to give the requisite amount 
of time to practice. It was possibly their 
idea that they could accomplish tin the 
last few rehearsals al] that Was neces- 
sary, relying on their ability to fall in 
behind the few faithful singers who are 
always to be relied upon for regular at- 
tendance. Their director very wisely 
thought differently. He showed himself 
willing to give his time and energy and 
information to the work as long as the 
singers were Willing to accept it and 
profit by it. He was not willing, though, 
to attempt the production of a big work 
with little preparatioa. A haphazard ef- 
fort he rightly deemed worse than no 
effort at all, 

Sincerity is the password to artistic suc- 
cess. Unfortunately there are musicians 
—even musicians with talent—who do not 


know the meaning of the word, and there 


are others who have so long accustomed 
themselves to habits of musical insincer- 
ity that such practices no longer make 
their consciences prick. ‘Musical sincer- 
ity is not always, though, a matter of 
conscience, The lack of it is sometimes 
the resuit of indifference rather than of 
deliberation. In either case it is an 
objectionab:e churacteristic, and while it 
may not prevent some kind of musical 


to musical intelligence, and while it may 
fool some of the people some of the time, 
the rest is not hard to infer. 

Musical sincerity and the musical spirit. 
They are Doth wanting in Atlanta, a fact 
which is not any more the pleasant to 
admit because jit is indisputable. Tho 
choirs of Atlanta know that this is truth 
as nobody does, until there 
conspicuous disappointment ‘ike that of 
“Elijah” and then everybody remeinbers 
hearing of poor attendance in the choirs, 
too, and the only explanation is that the 
Singers allow too many outside consid- 
erations tu interfere with their choir 
work. 

There are excuses, of course, 
instances. Atlanta ‘is a 
town and there are few people whu can 
or care to give all their time to music. 
After the day's business or professional 
work there is little enthusiasm left in 
mdst people for any further exertion, even 
in the most agreeable musical way. 

The hard-working business peop.e are 
the most untirjng people, as a rule, 
though, to be prompt in their choral 
attendance, and it is usuaHy the peo 
ple with few necessary demands upon 
their time who are the most unsatis 
factory peOple in a musical way. Every- 
thing comes in their mind befvure 
their music, In other words, 
not the musical spirit. The 
spirit’ has snuffed it out.

Paris, October 28.—The great Charcot 
and his learned associates are puzzled oy 
the case of Madame Madelaine Roberts, 
one of the most noted beauties of Paris 
and a stark, staring maniac from mid- 
night until] 9 a. m. daily. During those 
nine hours Madame imagines that her 
beauty is forever gone, ‘“‘because her 
face and wonderful neck,” objects of 
admifition in fashionable society for 
years, “are heavily scarred by sMallpox 
marks.” 

While tn this state she brooks no in- 
terference from any one, and Dr. Charcot 
ordered that no restraint be put upon the 
patient lest she do violence to herself. 
Toward 8:30 a. m. she begins to quieten 
down, rings and asks that Monsieur —, a 
famous Parig beauty doctor, be sent for. 
To humor her, the hospital authoritics 
then dispatch an attendant, purporting 
to be the person wanted to her ccil, 
whereupon the poor woman falls upon her 
knees and implores him to save her beau- 
ty, without which she cannot exist. 

The man paints her face and neck with 
some innocent lotion and finally asks 
Madame Roberts to consult the glass. 
What she sees fills her with surprise and 
joy, for after treatment by the “beauty

have “disappeared.” 

During the rest of the day and until 
'2 midnight, Madame is perfectly happy 
and contented and seemingly rational in 
all she does and says; she drives, visits 
places of amusements and employs her- 
self with embroidery and in other femi- 
nine occupations. Only the past is a 
blank to her. She does not recognize 
old friends and remember neither family 
nor business affairs. At the same time 
she is sprightly as ever in conversation 
and her modistes and man-milliners re- 
ceive many valuable suggestions from 
this talented wearer of fine clothes. Ten 
o'clock finds her in bed clad in the most 
elaborate night robes that money can 
buy. 

The doctors say she sleeps soundly 
until midnight, when the terror seizes her, 
as described. This order of things has 
continued now for more than three 
months without imuprovement or change 
for the better or worse. Dr. Charcot and 
other great scientists do not know what 
to think of the case but fear that it will 
develop into hopeless imbevility. 

The circumstances that brought Mad- 
ame Roberts to this sorry state are tragic 
in the extreme. Here is the story, as 
told by a life-long friend of the famous 
beauty and society woman; 


The Cult of Beauty. 

For ten years Madelaine Robert enjoy- 
ed the reputation of befrig the most beau- 
titul woman of her sét—Paris soviety not 
quite up to the standard of old aristo- 
crats like the Duchess d’Uzes, but far 
above the new rich, who have to take up 
with international adventures to get their 
names published in Figaro. 

Her late husband left her an income of 
some 50,000 francs per year while she 
was still young enough to enjoy it, but 
despite numerous affairs of the heart, 
she maintained a spotless eeeenen. 

“You are a coquette, ' scold- 
ed her men friends. sindetdine ‘thought 
them inspired because they understood 
her so well. Unequivocally, she had use 
for admirers Only, lived for her beauty 
alone and cared to live only because she 
was, and as long as she was, beautiful. 

Her days and half her nights were de- 
voted to the care of her face, her shoul- 
ders, her hands, her teeth, her hair, her 
eyebrows, her figure and feet—to pre- 
serve their fair appearance and eradicate 
any slight blemishes that might show. 
Madelaine’s only son was brought up like 
the children of other fashi-nabie ladies 
by tutors and maids. He had a suite of 
rooms large enough to accommodate three 
workmen's families, a pony, rifle, billiard 


and what-not? Was he happy? The 
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mother never thought to ask, but she 
knew one thing: He was growing fast, 
he was getting to be a big boy. She her 
self must be growing old then. 

Signs of Age. 

Madelaine began to lock herself in 
twenty times a day to examine her com- 
plexion, which, she feared, was no longer 
as clear and transparent as—how many 
years ago?

Liverless Cod. 


The failure of the cod-liver oil crop for 
two years has caused the Norwegian gov- 
ernment so much concern that official bul- 
letins have been issued about it. The fail- 
ure is not altogether in the supply of cod, 
for about the same number are taken 
from the sea each year, but the cod that 
are caught lack nutriment. Most of them 
are half starved, and do not weight one- 
third as much as they should. ome of 
them are so thin that the livers (from 
which be oll is taken) are barely distin- 


The coldness of the sea has killed the 
fish hich the cod subsist. | 


Cod, as well as seals have been living on 
short rations for a long time. Hundreds 
of cod caught with lines are found to 
have been bitten by hungry seals. 
bulletin recently issued by the Norwegian 
government says: 

“The condition of the codfish is worse 
than ever. They have no livers to speak 
of. It now requiring 40,000 fish to make 
a barrel of oil. This is without parallel 
in the history of our fisheries.”’ 

So far as the trade is concerned, whole- 
salers are compelled to repienish their 
stock on almost any terms demanded. 

In one of the London hospitals devoted 
to the treatment of pulmonary diseases 
the use of cod liver oil has been aban- 
doned and petroleum emulsions substi- 
tuted, with satisfactory results.

Candidate Roosevelt and the Princi- 
ples of Lincoln. 

President Roosevelt is a man who 
has the courage of what he calls his 
convictions and the audacity to persist 
in a wrong course, trusting that luck 
will lead him into the open again and 
safely. In speaking of the Maryland 
campaign and the suggestion that he 
might be called upon next year to jus- 
tify his own peculiar negro policy, he 
said: 

If I could be absolutely assured of my 
election as president by turning my back 
on the principles of human liberty as 
enunciated by Abraham Lincoin I would 
be incapable of doing it and unfit to be 
president if I could be capable of it. 

I do not expect to be elected president 
by the trust promoters who are fighting 
for special privileges nor by the radical 
labor union men who would shut out all 
other men from an opportanity to work, 
nor by those who would close the door of 
hope against the colored man as a citizen. 


The Constitution has 
enough that it would sincerely deplore 
the injection of the race issue in any 
form into the national campaign of 
next year, or any otner year.

There are sixteen or seventeen men, 
however, in this department, upon whose 
Shoulders fall, possibly, more 
bility than upon any others. These are 
the mail distributors, the men who as- 
Sort all incoming mail and place it in 
the ,carrier’s boxes. These distributors, 
in order to hold the:r positions, are not 
only required to pass the regular civil 
service examination, but they are ex- 
pected also to pass muster on what is 
Known as the scheme book examination, 
which is simply a test of their knowl- 
edge of the hundreds of streets in At- 
lanta, the mail districts in which eaci 
street or parts thereof are assigned. These 
distributors know more about the streets 
of At-anta perhaps than any sixteen men 
in the city. 

Big Territory Covered. 

The sixty mai! carriers of Atlanta de- 
liver mail to 12 square miles of territory, 
five deliveries a day to the business sec- 
tions of the city, three to the best resi- 
dent sections and to the outskirts. 
As resident sectiOns increase, 
the mail carriers have further journeys 
to make. There is one carrier who de- 
livers) the bank mail alone, and the serv- 
of nine collectors are required - to 
gather up the mails. On the business trip 
deliveries carriers leave at 6:40 a. m., 
and all carriers report. for duty in the 
mornings at 5:30, and leave off at 6 
Pp. m.,

The Water Werks Receipts. 

The receipts from the sale of water to 
Atlanta consumers have been leaping up- 
ward this year they have been for 
the past ten years. Incidentally it might 
be stated that the new record for monthly 
receipts made during September, 1903, 
Was broken by the reoord of last month, 
and a new record is now established. The 
September receipts, however, were swell- 
ed by the paying of several large bills 
that had been held up for several months 
and which had been accumulating, while 
the October receipts show only the nat- 
ural revenue and a steady growth. 

The receipts of the water works depart- 
ment for ten months of 1903 aggregate 
$144,349.03, while the receipts for the 
corresponding ten months of 1902 
amounted to $130,614.13.

The Old Allanta Crumbles 
Away Before the Workman's 
| Pick 


LABYRINTH OF LABOR 
TO TRANSFORM SITE 


Central’s New Freight Depot, 800 
Feet Long, Is Taking Shape, 
and West of It Is a Mass 
of Brick, ortar 
and Wood. 


--—_/!:> 


HE mightiest changes that Atlanta 
Yas known since it was Marthas- 

ville are taking place in the terri- 
tory embraced in the triangle that lies 
between Mitchel] street, the gas com- 
pany’s tank and the site of the old 
crematory and the foot of Alabama 
street, shown in the photos reproduced 
elsewhere in The Constitution, 

Within this area the old Atlanta Is 
crumbling under the blows of the work- 
man’s pick and hammer; shattered brick 
and mortar lie scattered thick upon the 
ground, fresh upturned earth scents the 
air, and a scene of the greatest activity is 
presented on all sides. 

Upon the ground now being cleared of 
the structures that have for so long 
cumbered its fair surface, the new pas- 
senger station wil) soon stand in all the 
magnificence that modern architectural 
science can bestow upon a building. Its 
lofty towers will overlook the place 
where now all is a chaotic mass of torn 
down houses, puffing freight engines and 
busy laborers, and in place of the muddy, 
paths will be a wide plaza of tesselated 
pavement, forming a splendid approach 
to the finest railway station in the south- 
ern states. 

Built upon a high elevation, with all 
sides open to the gaze of the spectator, 
the new depot will command one of the 
finest views to be had in the entire city. 

From the site where the structure will 
stand can be seen the Central railroad’s 
immense fréight depot and ware houses 
and its network of tracks; the Inman 
building, the Century building, The Con- 
stitution building, the fire degartment 
headquarters, the Empire building, the 
building, the custom house, the 
First Presbyterian church, the Seaboard 
Air Line and Western and Atlantic 
ware houses and the Western and At- 
lantic round house, the Atlanta cotton 
mill, the large gas tanks of the gas com- 
pany, and a host of other well known 
structures, 

Atlantans do no tfully realize the tow- 
ering importance of the new depot. 

For block after block in the territory 
mentioned above hundreds of workmen 
are busily engaged in the work of pre- 
paring for the most important structure 
that has been built in this city within 
a generation. First in order was the 
tearing away of the old freight depot 
of the Central of Georgia railway, which 
has stood as a landmark in the western 
part of the city for many years, and 
which is now almost removed. Only a 
mass of mortar-whitened brick shows 
where the offices of the railway com- 
pany were before the improvements were 
started. In place of this old house, there 
now rises one of the greatest freight ware 
houses to be found south of the Ohio 
river. 

Eight hundred feet long stretches the 
Central's new depot, more than a block 
and a half. It is built in a semi-cirele, 
facing Madison avenue, and borders tha 
street in a long curved sweep from Ala- 
bama street almost to the Mitchell street 
viaduct. Four hundred feet of this great 
depot is already under roof, and car- 
penters are working with might and 
main to get the remainder in condition 
for the officials of the company to take 
up their abode therein as soon as pos- 
sible. Already much cotton and freight 
of all kinds {1s stored within the new 
house’s walls, and hour by hour drays 
and wagons add to this stock of mer- 
chandise. It is only a short time before 
the depot will be completed and the old 
one will then be completely removed, 


will amount to $30,000 In the aggregate, 
in which event the water receipts for 
the year will be about $174,000, 


Police Court Receipts. 

The police court, over which Recorder 
Nash R. Broyles presides, has again 
proven a source of revenue to the munic- 
ipality. The fines for this year aggre- 
gated $34,317.55 on November !, while 
during the fyst ten months of last year 
the fines amounted to $33,467.28. ~ 

During November of 1902 the police 
court fines aggregated $2,782.25, while 
during December the revenue from the 
same source was $4,031.87. The total] 
collections from police court fines, how- 
ever, went to $40,281.40 during 1902. 

It is believed that the receipts wil! go 
higher this year, although not by more 
than two or three thousand dollars.

tors who are to build the new passenger 
station. 

From the foot of Alabama street the, 
territory south and west for several 
blocks is like a beehive; men are rush- 
ing about with the implemenjs of their 
calling, steam shovels are at work, 
freight engines are puffing ang blowing 
as they shift the cars of dirt and other 
materia] from place to place, lumber is 
being thrown from side tracks, stone is 
falling from the flats that bring it in, 
great beams are being dragged into con- 
venient locations for future use, and al- 
together it is the busiest place in the 
city limits. } 

The first sight that greets the visitor 
upon entrance to the confines of the 
great yards is the countless cars that are 
being unloaded. Most of them at the 
Alabama end of the yards are filled with 
terra cotta piping, lumber, steel] beams, 
brick and other building material, and 
the vacant spaces are piled high with 
what are destined to become stately 
structures. 

Immediately beyond this part of the 
ground begins Madison avenue, which has 
been graded and laid off anew. Twelve 
feet have been added to its width, and 
about 7 feet of new earth used to bring 
its level up to the requirements of the 
surrounding grades. Also, about 4 inches 
of mud have been added. apparently, 
merely as an ornament. ‘The latter will 
soon be remedied, as the avenue will be 
paved with asphalt or some other ap- 
proved variety of paving material as 


are made. 

The Central's new depot extends along 
Madison avenue, and beyond Hunter 
street, where the grade increases toward 
the Mitchell street viaduct, the Centra} 
is placing a wooden retaining wall be- 
tween its yard and Madison avenue. This 
will be replaced in time with a wall of 
stone. 

Above the end of the new freight depot 
is the plaza which will form the front 
of the new passenger station. This 1ts 
a wide space, almost level with the 
Mitchell street viaduct, and the station 
will stand on a level with the viaduct. 

At the north end of the new station 
the Central tracks will be placed, com- 
ing into this space through a tunnel at 
the west end of the station. These tracks 
will require that the present grade of the 
ground be lowered 5 feet. This will be 
done as soon as the old depot is re- 
moved. Across to the west the low 
places are being filled in with earth 
brought from the country, and new 
tracks are already being laid by the 
Southern. Laborers are now packing 
these new tracks with cinders, and get- 
ting them in permanent shape. Every 
track on the entire “lJayout,”’ as the rail- 
road men call it, will have to be laid 


anew, under the plans now being car- 
ried out. There are many of these tracks, 
and the work in that part of the plan 
alone is very great. 

The former offices of the Central 
frefght depot will be exactly in the cen- 
ter of the new station, and the latter 
will extend from there far north along 
the present maze of tracks. The Cen- 
‘ral is using an immense steam shovel 
to gather up the dirt that Is Heine used 
in filling in the low places on the site 
of the depot. Its shovel loads eleven 
ears in thirty minutes. The West Point 
rokd also has a shovel, of smal) capacity, 
at work. The Central has its new signs 
on the ground. They are laid under the 
Mitchell street viaduct and read. 
“Freight Offfees of the Central of Geo?- 
sia Railway.’ These iron signs are 
about 30 feet in length and are mounted 
on wire screens. 

Just beyond the viaduct there {fs a 
considerable lake. formed by the excava- 
tions made in getting earth to make the 
fills in other parts of the grounds. 

Near te eas tank, and on the sft 
of the old Lester crematory, there fs a 
tremendous fill being made. It fs estt- 
mated that some parts of this hollow wer 
have to bé raised at least 40 feet. In 
the middle of fhe depression there are 
two small cabins, and thereby hanes a 
tale. The owner of these cabins refuses 
fo sell to the roads, and it will be neces- 
sarv for the roads to fill in around them 
and not let an® of the dirt touch then. 


If this {& @dne it will leave them, roof 
, and all. far below the surface of the sur- 
rounding ground. 

The refuse from the crematory that 
orice was operated there is still in evi- 
dence. There fs a great pile of burned 
wire. tii. glass and smell Ieft in the 
neighborntod. The remains of the cre- 
matory are now being gathered together 
bv a contractor, and will be shipped to 
Newnan. They consist principally of 
stee] beams. The roads are dumping car- 
load after carload of dirt into this hol- 
low, an& it will not be a great while be- 
fore the place ts raised to a level with 
the other part of the grounds. 

All this work !s being done while hun- 
dreds and hundreds of freight cars are 
being shunted about in all directions. 
Workmen have to step aside every few 
moments to allow some stray engine to 
fush b? them with a string of cars, and 
the fiolse on the premises is something 
to be remembéred. From end to end of 
the triangular tract of many acres all 
is a seene of energy and bustle. More 
than 200 men are at work within the 
space that the hew depot and its tracks 
will occupy, and more will soon be em- 
ployed. There is still practically all of 
the work to be done, and it will be many 
months Before even the foundations of 
the new depot will be laid. It will first 
be necéssary’ to remove all the debris 
from the old freight depot and all! the 
fracks that now cover the place as a 
network. After this is done the ground 
will have to be graded and then it will 
be in shape for the engineers to come 
with their instruments and mark off the 
new alignments. The tracks will first 
be lafd. and then the material for the 
structure will be laid upon the site. 

Tht Southern will build two great ware 
houses and freight depots just beyond 
the Mitchell street viaduct. Each of 
these will be 600 feet long, and there 
will be many tracks between them. They 
will &xtend back almost to Peters street, 
and will be models of thelr kind. From 
Peters street to Alabama and Rhodes 
the territory will come in for the im- 
provements that are contemplated and in 
actual construction. 

The Southern freight tracks will be 
west of the new passenger station and 
will be on the same grade as the station 
itself, 

The fand that is befng prepared for the 


depot is rich in historic interest. It 
was among the first tracts that were 
ever seftied in what is now Atlanta. 

Richard Peters obtained the property 
In 1848. He desired it especially on ac- 
count of the fact that a fine spring 
flowed from beneath the embankment 
of the old Macon road, and he wanted 
the spring for his horse lot. Many years: 


ago there was a pond near the present . 


gas tank, where the small boys of that 
day shot btlifrogs and went in bathing 
against their parents’ instructions. 
The spring Was the most fashionable 
“esort known to Marthasville. There the 
veo'th and fashion of the community 
,a°"ered and chatted and drank. The 
water Was supposed to possess wonder- 
ful curailve powers, and marvelous sto-

Bankers Say That Cities Are 
Chiefly Affected, 


+ 


‘Farmers, the Principal Producers of 


Wealth, Have Plenty of Money 
To Spend—Opening of the 
Closed Mills Will Be 
a Big Help. 


By Robert W. Bennett. 

New York, November 7.—(Special.)— 
Prominent bankers to whom the question 
was put. ‘“‘Who is chiefly affected by the 
current economies of the railroads and 
how far will they result in decreased 
buying power on the part of the pub- 
lic?! generally agreed that the labor- 
ing and manufacturing classes will have 
to bear most of the brunt; while in gen- 
eral it may be said that the people liv- 
ing in cities are the principal sufferers. 
But this very fact, according to the au- 
thorities seen, makes for a quick re- 
covery in business from any reaction 
that has occurred or is likely to occur. 
The farmers are prosperous and with 
large crops gathered this year, thev have 
nothing to lose, if the theory 
correct. They will not have to accept 
much, if any loss, for their products be- 
eause of the curtailments in many direc- 
tions. 

People have to buy the necessities pro- 
duced by the agricultural community. 
but cut down on luxuries and other ar- 
ticles, including clothing. This means re- 
duced sales by manufactures. Those who 
indirectly depend on the manufacturers, 
farmers and others, embracing numerous 
Classes in cities and villages naturally 
feel restrictions ! of decreased 
expenditure of money in many different 
lines. The wealth created by the farmera 
during the prosperous season just closed 
will, it is believed here, be freely spent, 
for the country. people care little 
eollapse in inflated industrials or the over 
production of many articles of manufac- 
ture. 

As soon as the surplus manufactured 
products are out of the way, producers 
have adopted a more rational method and 
have confined themselves more nearly 
within the range of actual consumption, 
general business is expected to expand 
again and many of the mills which were 
closed down will reopen. This is pre- 
cisely what is occurring in the stee) {n- 
dustry, which by many is regarded as a 
true weather vane of business movements. 
The Uniteq States Stee! Corporation 
threw out of empioyment 10,000 men in 
its various plants, in order to check over- 
production, but the surplus has now 
nearly disappeared. Aceording to a lead- 
ing director of that company the im- 
provements in the iron and steel situa- 
tion has gone so far that all of the mills 
will be running full time within a fort- 
night. In the McKeesport district alone 
20,000 men of different companies have 
resumed work after being idle a month 
wr more 

In a word, the disease of inflation hav- 
ing been cured business will, in the opin- 
jon of close observers, go ahead in a 
healthy way and the weath created by 
the farmer and miner wfl] go out into a 
thousand channels. The buying power 
will not, therefore. be checked more than 
temporarily, but if the past is any eri- 
terion, the money derived from the earth 
will be freely used. What bankers dread 
Is crop failure, which sometimes mean a 
loss of $500.000,000 or more of expected 
wealth. This diminishes the buying pow- 
er of the farmer and causes contraction 
all along the. line. Credit is affected 
and panic results.

The 
bank statement was regarded as favor- 
able on account of the heavy loan con- 
traction disclosed, although the cash 
decrease Was about as large as had been 
estimated. The decrease in deposits re- 
duced the reserve requirement so far 
that rather more than half of last week's 
surplus is conserved. The de@ease in 
loans is attributed in part to the liquida- 
tion ih the s:ock market and to the re- 
payments incident to the completion of 
settlement. Some of the 
week incident to the 
erisis at St. Louis are also believed to 
been repaid. The money and ex- 
change markets are tather nominal on 
Saturday, but the tone of sterling was re- 
ported weak, and demand bills were quot- 
ed at $4.84 flat, which is within the mar- 
gin of profit in gold imports.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, November 7.—The New 
York Financier this week says: 

‘The striking feature of the statement 
of the New York associated banks last 
week was. the close correspondence in 
the loss of cash, 28 officiaNy shown, with 
estimated joss as based upop the 
traceable movements of money during the 
week. The decrease in this item was $9,- 
277.900 as disclosed by the statement, 
while the estimates indicated a loss of 
$100,814,000. Doubtless, the decrease last 
week was partly due to the bringing over 
from the. previous week of the three. days’ 
average loss on the cash movement last 
week. The deposits were decreased $17,- 
571,900, which amount is less by $3,- 
114.000 than the sum of the loss of 
cash and of the decrease in loans, the 
latter being $11,418,000, therefore, the 
statement fails to balance. The required 
reserve was reduced through the decrease 
in deposits by $4,692,975. Deducting this 
sum from the loss’ of which, as qbove, 
leaves $4,879,925 as the decrease in sur- 
plus reserve, making this item $5,394,225. 
Gomputed upon the basis of deposits, less 
those of $37,182,200 of public funds, the 
surplus is $14,689,779, with such holdings 
of the banks now, it may be noted, are 
only $3,909,600 higher than the minimum 
of twelve months. On December 27, lass 
vear. the specie was $153,741,300, while 
on Marcb 21, this year. the legal tenders 
were $64,758,500. making a total of $218,- 
502,800 cash. The total reserve reported 
last week was $222,405,400. including 
$159.435.900 specie and $62,969,500 legu! 
tenders. The excess Of loans over the de- 
posits, which in the previous week was 
$25.891,900, was last week $32,050,800, in- 
dicating that the banks drew largely upon 
their loanable resources, including capital. 
The decrease of $!+t,413,000 j s last 
week was, doubtless, due to operations in- 
cident to the November settlements. The 
money accumulated in anticipation of 
these adjustments was freely loaned in the 
previous week, as shown by the increase 
then of $4,409,500 in this item. These 
loans were most likely ganceled on Mon- 
day, and the liquidation during the week 
in steel and in other industrials on the 
stock exchange will very readily further 
account for the decrease above noted. 
Though the surplus of the banks is low, 
this is not an unusual condition at this 
season, and, therefore, while it may com- 
pel the restriction of bank joans to some 
extent. it. should cause no concern, for 
trust companies are now in a position to 
meet urgent requirements of hofrowers, 
and the demand for money for stock 
speculation will most likely be light. 
Comparisons of loans show that three 
of the larger banks reduced ‘this item 
by $7,000.

New York, November 7.—The attention 
of the stock market’ has been largely de- 
voted to the conditions and prospects in 
the iron amd steel trade this week and 
the renewed outbreak of heavy lquida- 


tion in the United States Stee] securitise | 


has disturbed the whole market. ne 
course of the money market has bzen a 
contributory cause to the paralysig of de- 
mand for securities. The interr/ption of 
the election day holiday also had the 
usual effect of discouraging speculative 
activity except for some professional 
operations in the New York corporation 
stocks, which were nomina/ly based upon 
the political contest in the city. The 
engagement of a million hollars in gold 
in London for shipment to New York 
was made the occasion for some buying 
of stocks on Monday, and early on We- 
nesday, after the holiday interva] on the 
assumption that automatic relief from 
other demands upon New York cash sup- 
plies was thus insured, but the later 
weakness of the United States Steel 
stocks and their overwhelming prepou- 
derance in the dealings dominated the 
whole market and brought prices down- 
ward. The liquidation in these stocks 
was commonly attributed to trade condi- 
tions, but suggestions were also heard 
of motives from the financial side of the 
selling. It was current rumor in the 
street that some of the selling was due 
to changes in the executive department 
of the corporation at different times since 
its formation. As a result there was a 
crop of rumors also of further changes 
to come in the executive department and 
of resulting friction and antagonism. The 
influence of the continuing operations of 
the bond conversion syndicate was a!so 
subject for consideration. The statemen: 
to the stock exchange in connection with 
the listing of the ¢orporation’s second 
mortgage bonds revealed the fact that 
some $66,000,000 of preferred stock was 
still available for conversion into bonds, 
with the privilege of conversion exclu- 
Sively in the syndicate. The exercise of 
this privilege would presumably involve 
the purchase of preferred Stock by tne 
syndicate and the increase of the market 
supply of the bonds resulting from the 
conversion. Yet the pressure to sell pre- 
ferred stock outweighed that to sell the 
second bonds, and gave no sign of any ab- 
sorption for syndicate account. The di?- 
ference in prices of the preferred stock 
and the bonds was thus considerably ex- 
tended, and this difference measures the 
profit to the syndicate of the process of 
conversion, aside from the 4 per cent 
commission insured to them under the 
eontract with the corporation On the par 
value of the preferred stock converted. 
The incident, which was most effective 
in disturbing sentiment over the fron and 
Steel trade conditions, was the cut in 
prices of steel billets of $4 per ton. Fears 
were felt of a general reduction in prices 
for all lines of steel products and a proc- 
ers of contraction throughout the state. 
Plans for further restriction of output, a 
decrease in the scale of wages and ru- 
mors of a large reduction in the force ot 
laborers employed helped to feed the ap- 
prehension of the speculative public Over 
the future of the industrials of this class. 
Stocks of an independent iron and _ steel 
company were affected in sympathy 
though less acutely than the United States 
Steel securities. The continued heavy 
outgo of currency to interior points 
caused a resumption of the conservative 
attitude of bankers and money lenders, 
Which had begun to be somewhat re- 
laxed with the long delay in the crop 
moving demands for currency. This de- 
mand, though belated, has rison this week 
to rather above the norma) of preceding 
years. The heavy ‘novement of cotton 
and the high price at which the crop 1s 
selling has increased the needed volume 
of currency to move it. But the volume 
of exchange against ils export has been 
correspondingly large, and the offerings 
of cotton bills in the exchange market 
kave Kept Sterling near the gold import 
point. Foreign money markets have 
made some show of opposition to the New 
York pressure for gold, the Bank of Eng- 
land's seliing price of gold having been 
advanced. But confidence is felt that 
any approach to stringency in the New 
York money Market would jead to prompt 
relief by gold shipments. The week's 
events on the isthmus of Panama have 
passed without apparent notice in the 
stock market in spite of the importance 
attached to the Panama canal project in 
its bearing on transcontinental freight 
traffic. Reports of an adjustment in the 
relations between Japan and Russia in 
the Far East have had some reflected 
effect trom the Lon‘lon market.

BEING SOUGHT. 


Deluge of Petitions for 


Clemency on Longino’s 
Desk. 


Jackson, Miss., November 7.—(Special.) 


‘More than two months in advance of the | 


close of Governor Longino’s administra- 
tion the executive office is being de- 


luged with petitions for pardon, and irom | 


the formidable pile of these documents 
on the governor’s table that have arrived 


within the past few days it would seem | 
that nearly every inmate of the peniten- | 


tlary has been suddenlyyseized with a de- 
‘sire to get out via the pardon route. 

A steady stream of pardon petitions is 
always flowing into the governor's office, 
; but toward the close of an administration 
‘there is invariably a big rush of petitions 
from prisoners who, in nearly every in- 
;Stance, think that the chief executive's 
sheart may be softer than usual as he is 
about to go out of office. This is often 
the case, as a big batch of pardons is

Curious Methods of Handling the 


Tobacco Crop---Pig Drovers 
and Their Ways

EARS ago, in the!holes that brought about stalling--

Aristocrats among the wagon- 
ing fraternity bought bells for their 
teams. They were in sets of four, 
chiming well together, and swung in 
metal frames, fitted to the tops of the 
wheelers’ hames. Whoever drove a 
bell-team claimed precedence on the 
road, until in some ill day he found 
mud too deep, or a load too heavy, 
and so stuck fast. The next wagoner 
“pulled him out’—so much was de- 
manded by road comity. In reward 
the puller-out claimed and took the 
bells, letting his own team exult in 
them until the day of downfall dawn- 
ed for him, as for his road-brother. 


Road Wagoners Always Tried to 
Travel in Company. 


Road wagons commonly traveled 
in company—three to half a dozen. 
Whatever the load, it was packed se- 
curely under the cover, but never quite 
as high as the bows. In ffeighting 
out tobacco, two hogsheads made a 
load. They lay end to end, snugly 
in the bed, with all the space above, 
up to the bows, packed tightly with 
fodder—the dried blades stripped 
from growing corn. Ear-corn, or oat- 
bags huddled down in front. Provis- 
ions for men and team were always 
furnished by the planter owning the 
tobacco hauled. There was a definite 
allowance for each fifty miles of road. 

The wagon box always held bacon, 
meal, flour, stigar and coffee, with 
now and agaitt. biscuit and ginger- 
bread ready baked. But the wagoners 
prided themselves not 4 little on their 
cookery. Each had a skillet, a coffee 
pot, two pewter or tin cups, besides 
hoes for baking corn bread. The 
hoes were field implements—the iron 
blade. minus handle. In use they 
were flung in the camp-fire and heated 
hissing hot, then drawn out by thrust- 
ing a stick within the eye, wiped off, 
sprinkled lightly with dry meal, then 
covered with other meal mixed to a 
coft dough, and set back upon the 
fre.

To Cook a Smoked Beef Tongue to 
Perfection. 

[RST of all select a tongue that 

is not too fat and is quite thick 

through the middle part. Wash 


it well in cold water, then put 
it in a large kettle over the fire with 
cold water enough to cover it to the 
depth of two inches, add to the water 
3 tablespoonfuls of cider vinegar, 1 
tablespoonful of tarragon vinegar, 6 
dashes of. tabasco sauce, 2 bay leaves, 
1 lemon cut in halves, and 1 large Ber- 
muda onion cut in halves. 

Cover the kettle, let the tongue just 
simmer for four and a half hours, then 
lift the kettle from the fire and let 
the tongue get cold in the water in 
which it is boiled. Take it from the 
water when cold and lay it on a plat- 
ter. Do not skin it. Slice it with the 
skin on and remove the skin while 
slicing it.

This is such an improvement over 
old methods of cooking tongue that it 
will be a delightful surprise to any 
one who tries it. 


Plum Jam. 

Weigh three-quarters of a pound of 
sugar to each pound of fruit. Let the 
cold water run over the fruit through 
a colander to free it from dust. Look 
the plums over carefully and remove 
all that are the least decayed. 

Put them all, after picking them 
over, in a preserving kettle with 
enough water to keep them from 
sticking to the bottom of the kettle. 
Let them boil about three-quarters of 
an hour, then press the pulp and juice 
through a colander into a big bowl, 
and after it is all pressed through re- 
turn it to the preserving kettle, add 
the sugar and let the whole simmer 
till it is so thick that it jellies in the 
spoon with which it is stirred, then 


pour into jelly glasses. Skim the jam 
carefully and stir constantly.

Pickled Peaches. 


Brush the fuzz from the peaches 
with a stiff brush, and stick a half 
dozen cloves in each peach. Make a 
thick syrup, allowing a pound of sugar 
to a pound of fruit. Let the peaches 
boil in the syrup till they can be 
pierced with a broom splint, then put 
them in a large stone crock, or in two 
or three smaller ones. It is not nec- 
essary to put pickled peaches up in 
glass jars. 

Let the syrup boil half an hour 
after the peaches are removed, then 
add % pint of good cider vinegar and 
a tablespoonful of tarragon vinegar 
to each quart of syrup. Break some 
sticks of cinnamon in small pieces, 
and add them to the peaches in the jar. 
Pour syrup over the fruit and cover 
the jars.
